Vare Gives Politicians a 
Shock by Taking Lead in 

_ Announcing Pennsylvania 
Votes for Hoover.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 12.— 
The nomination of Herbert Hoover 
ag the Republican candidate for 
President apparently was decided 
last night as such things usually 
are decided—by a little group of 
men meeting in a hotel room and 
finally agreeing to put it jacross. 

It was at a similar meeting in 


‘Chicago that the nomination of 
Warren G. Harding was settled in 
1920. Two men whom Harding 
later appointed to positions in his 
Cabinet participated in the meeting 
“last night. It was held in room 
529 of the Muehlebach Hotel, be- 
ginning at 10 ’clock, and breaking 
up shortly after midnight. 

Among those present were Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Andrew W. 
Mellon, his nephew, William L. 
Melion; Senator Reed Smoot of 
Utah, Senator David A. Reed of 
Pennsylvania, Senator George Mos- 
es of New Hampshire, Senator Hi- 
ram Bingham of Connecticut, Secre- 
tary of Labor James Davis, and 
William Vare, Republican boss of 
Philadelphia, who recently was de- 
nied a seat in the Senate because 
of the corruption which attended 
his nomination and election. 


At one time during the confer- 
ence two other candidates for the 
nomination were present, Senator 
Charles Curtis of Kansas and Sen- 
ator James E. Watson of Indiana, 
but whether they acquiesced in the 
decisions of the meeting, or at- 
tended to present their own claims, 
could not be ascertained. 

Portents of the meeting and its 
outcome had preceded it. One of 
these was an announcement by 
Vare early in the evening that he 
considered President Coolidge out 
of it, and would vote for Hoover 
on the first ballot and that other 
members of the Pennsylvania dele- 
_ gation would do likewise. 

This was a shock, for most of the 
politicians had been assuming that 
Secretary Mellon would determine 
the course of the Pennsylvania del- 
‘egation, and all Kansas City had 
been waiting breathlessly for some 
word from him or his spokesman, 
Senator Reed, which would indi- 
cate his ‘decision. 


Apparently it had been entirely 
forgotten that Vare not Only is a 
member of the delegation, but that. 
he has demonstrated his ability to 
carry Pennsylvania scgainst the 
Mellon forces any time he is ready. 
The assumption hereabouts hai 
been that Mellon would decide the 
action of the delegation and that 
this, in turn, probably would d:>- 
cide the action of the convention. 
* Bill’ Vare may or may not have 
felt resentment over this assump- 
‘tion. At any rate, he “beat Mellon 
to it” with his announcement early 
in the evening. 

This was followed closely by the 
announcement that National Chair. 
man William M. Butler of Massa- 
chusetts had abandoned hope of 
Grafting President Coolidge anJ 
would support Hoover. 


“He Won't Be Drafted.” 

The “best minds” began to as. 
s»mble shortly afterward in Room 
529 at the Muehlebach. Some of 
those who arrived insisted that the 
meeting was held to thrash out 
certain questions in connection 
with the platform. Among those 
who furnished this explanation wa: 
Senator Smoot, who will be head 
of the Platform Committee. 

The explanation, however, hard- 
ly explained certain fragments of 
the discussion which began to seep 
through the closed door. as, for 
example, when one overheated 
voice as heard ‘ exclaiming.

Each conven- 
tion goes out of existence, but it 
provides for a national committee. 
Thus the Republican National 
Committee becomes the connecting 
link between national conventions.” 

Although it had been compara- 
tively cool earlier in the morning, 
after a hard June shower, it was 
warming up in the crowded hall.

temporary chairman of the con- 
vention Senator Simeon D. Fess 
there was a burst of applause as 
the convention ratified the selec- 
tion. 

Fess was escorted to the plat- 
form by a‘committee comprising 
former Gov. Hyde of. Missouri, 
Mrs. Laura Curtis Knight of Rhode 
Island, daughter ot Senator Curtis 
of Kansas, and Lieut.-Gov. Fitss of 
California. 

As Fess ascended to the plat- 
form the ‘delegates rose and ap- 
plauded and there again was an 
outburst when the Ohio Senator 
wag presented by Chairman But- 
ler. As the temporary chairman 
began his address a hush fell over 
the hall. 

As Senator Fess reviewed indus- 
trial conditions after the war there 
was some milling here and there. 
Fans came into action, especially 
among the women delegates. 

Despite the warning given be- 
fore the convention opened § by 
Chairman Butler against smoking,’ 
delegates here and there puffed 
away at cigars or cigarettes. 

There was scattering applause as 
Fess told in detail how Mellon had 
refunded the public debt and put 
the Treasury on a new basis. 

“I challenge the record of the 
history of finance in any nation of 
the world to even approach such 


the finances of a nation as has been 
exhibited by this Republican ad- 
ministration,’’ Fess interpolated, 
amid a wave of applause which 
swept down from the crowded gal- 
leries to the delegate. 

Cheering for Hoover. 

The convention again roared itg 
approval when Fess said that it 
was the purpose of the Republican 
administration to see that. this 
prosperity continued, but mild 
compared to the cheering and 
handclapping that came when the 
keynoter mentioned the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, over which 
Herbert Hoover presides. The 
demonstration was from all sec. 
tions of the vast convention hall. 

Accustomed to speak extempor- 
aneously the Senator repeatedly got 
away from his’ prepared manu- 
script. He worked hard, swaying 
his slender body from side to side 
and striking the table before him. 
But his long-tailed black = froci: 
coat was kept tightly buttoned and 
the perspiration rolled down from 
his florid face and forehead. 

He got the biggest hana thus 
far when he went into the farm 
relief problem. Cheers were min- 
gled with the handclapping when 
he declared the farm marketing 
industry must stand on its own 
feet and operate “farmer owned 
and farm controlled, and not Gov- 
ernment-owned and Government- 
controlled.” The delegations from 
the McNary-Haugen States sat si- 
lent but smiling. 

There were other desultory 
bursts of applause. But it was 
quite plain that many of Dr. Fess’ 
listeners were listeners in name 
only. In the New Hampshire dele- 
gation one swarthy-faced delegate 
with a polka’ dot tie went sound 
asleep. 

Just a few short, sharp bursts of 
handclapping and one or two faint 
and far off “hurrays” from the 
gallery punctuated that section f 
the speech in which Senator Fess 
dealt with law enforcement with- 
out mentioning prohibitica. 

From this point forward Senator 
Fess did not extemporize. Putting 
on a worn pair of rimmed specta- 
cles, he read from his manuscript. 
Word for word he repeated ‘his 
prepared statement of the finality 
of Mr. Coolidge’s renunciation. 

At the final words 0. tribute, as 
the speaker bowed himself from 
the platform the audience ros2 
again and cheered, but no organ- 
ized attempt to start a demonstra- 
tion ensued. The noise began to 
die out again in less than a minute. 
and Senator Fess killed it entirely 
with a vigorous whacking of the 
gavel.

The temporary officers of 
convention recommended by the 
National Committee, including L. 
Gleason of New York, secretary, 
and Lee Nixon ‘of Indiana as ser- 
geant at arms, were approved by 
the convention and then Temporary 
Chairman Fess accepted two zgav- 
els, one presented by the Traveling 
Salesmen of America and the other 
by Miss Etta Barry Glaw of Kan- 
sas. It was announced that the scc- 
ond gavel had been made from a 
tree in Kansas which served as a 
signal tree during the pioneer days.

After receiving some additional 
resolutions, which were referred to 
the Resolutions Committee without 
reading, the convention ended its 
at 1:07 p. m., after 
meeting for two hours and four 
minutes. It recessed until 19:30 
a. m. tomorrow. 


Chairman Butler on Hand an 
Hour Ahead of Time. | 


More than an hour before 
the time set for the opening 
there was a sprinkling of delegates 
on the floor and as soon as the 
doors were opened. at 10 a. m. to 
spectators the sloping sides of the 
convention pit began to fill rap- 
idly. 

Chairman Butler was on the con- 
vention platform an hour and a 
quarter before the opening hour. 
On his way to the convention hall 
he had informed his colleagues of 
the Massachusetts delegation that 
So far aS he was concerned, the 
fight was over and he would vote 
for Hoover. The first delegate to 
take his place in the section of 
hard-bottomed brown theater 
chairs placed on the convention 
floor was Lemuel Mitch of South 
Vienna, O. For a long time he 
had the whole convention to him- 
self. The two women of the 
Maine delegation took front-row 
seats in the section reserved for 
their State directly in front of the 
convention chairman. 

Theodore Burton of Ohio, a vet- 
eran of many a political conven- 
tion, came in soon after 10 o’clock 
and posed in the aisle for a group 
of photographers. 

Soon afterward

Higher up, a hanging bal- 
cony spanned either side of the 
hall, and higher _ still, literally 
against the roof, was a secondary 
balcony, accommodating some 2700 
persons.

fying system, whose great cluster 
of horns hung over the speakers’ 
stand, but unless appearances from 
below are deceiving, they could see 
little except each other. 

The standards which marked the 
stamping grounds of the various 
state delegations on the floor were 
high and smaller than ordinary.

It still lacked nearly a half hour 
before convention time when Chair- 
man Butler somewhat startled a 
half filled hall by pounding Neavily 
with his gavel and asking for or- 
der.

SENATOR FESS’ KEYNOTE 
~ SPEECH SONG OF PRAISE 
OF PRESIDENT’S RECORD 


Coolidge “Greatest Personal and Political 
Force in World;” Wallop for League 
of Nations; Silence on Teapot Dome.

CONVENTION HALL, KANSAS 
CITY, Mo., June 12. — Senator 
Simeon D. Fess of Ohio, keynote 
orator, delivered himself foday of 
some nine or ten thousand words 
in praise of the Republican party 
from the time of Abraham Lin- 
coln down to and through the ad- 
ministration of Calvin Coolidge, 
whom he described-.in a last pas- 
sionate sentence as “the greatest 
personal and political force in the 
world today.” 

The delegates rose and _ lustily 
applauded the mention of Coolidge. 
But there was nothing in the dem- 
onstration partaking of the nature 
of a stampede. 

Senator Fess’ peroration could 
be delivered as a nominatinz 
speech for Calvin Coolidge without 
the change of a word. 

“Few are his words," said the 
Senator, “decisive his judgments. 


| His comprehension of problems is 


broad, his vision clear and his ac- 
tion dauntless. His conception o1 
public duty forestalls the employ- 
ment of mere political expediency. 
He spurns the arts of the dema- 
gogue, and strengthens the passion 
of public rectitude.” 
And so on, 


The Gospel of Coolidge. 


Senator Fess was one of the first 
to demand the drafting of the 
President. In and vut of the Sen- 
ate he has preached his gospel. 
Did he preach it today from the 
rostrum of the convention, as its 
temporary presiding officer? 

Of course not. No presiding of- 
ficer could advocate the choice of 
one man over another. But the 
Senator could, and he eloquently 
did, set out the virtues of Calvin 
Coolidge; and at the tail of the 
speech he named the man. 

In his speech as given out in ad- 
vance, Fess declared that Coolidge’s 
‘nomination and election would we 
a foregone conclusion did he not 
forbid,’’ but he omitted this from 
his spoken oration. 

The Senator sang the praises 
of the head of the Republican par- 
ty, “‘whose hold upon the confi- 
dence of the American people of 
every name, class and creed, with- 
out regard to partisan feeling, 
makes Calvin Coolidge the greatest 
personal and political force in the 
world today.” 

Let it be repeated, lest a wrong 
impression go abroad, that Dr. 
Fess did not nominate Calvin 
Coolidge for a third term, or, as 
for a second elec- 
tive term, but delivered the keynote 
speech of the Republican party in 
its nineteenth national convention 
assembled. 


It has been written that Dr. Fess 
spent three weeks in gathering and 
preparing the material for. his ad- 
dress. Thus it is no wonder that 
he was able to interlard his dis- 
course with such illuminating ob- 
servations as that contained in his 
cpening paragraph: 

“The primary function of the ad- 
ministration of affairs of govern- 
ment is to keep open the channels 
of opportunity for the fullest play 
of the productive energies of the 
citizens, in the promotion of the 
general welfare.” 

With that ringingly 
sentiment at its masthead, 
conceivable that the G. O. P. 
go down to defeat? 

“Lifted From the Mire.” 

Dr. Fess found so many other 
engaging topics to talk about that 
he did not get around to Teapot 
Dome or Will Hays. He told how 
the Republican party had restored 
the country to financial soundness 
after “the orgy of extravagance in 
expenditure incident to the convul- 
sion of war;” he told how the Re- 
publican party had “lifted the ia- 
tion from the mire of economic 
prostration upon a plane of a 
standard of living never before ex- 
perienced in the history of te 
world;’’ he told how much more 
food we.eat and how many more 
telephones and automobiles we use 
than the benighted inhabitants of 
Great Britain; he told how the 
sales in radio had increased. He 
told of all these and many othr 
happy results of Republican rule, 
and he told of them in a classica) 
style that permitted the use of no 
short word where a long word 
could be found. 

Dr. Fess did not* mention the 
McNary-Haugen bill, but he made 
it clear that the Republican party 
under Harding and Coolidge kept 
the welfare of the farmer ‘seaaty 
in mind. 

“The vital concern of Repub- 
iicad policy,” he said, “is to estab. 
lish and maintain a high standaid 
of living among all classes of our 
population. The ruling ambition 
of Republican leadership is to in- 
sure the maximum of prosperity of 
all our people, and especially of 
trose employed in agriculture an? 
industry.” 

Dr,. Fess showed that not only 
the farmers but also the aviators

structive policy had placed 3500 
airplanes in the hahds of civilian 
owners and given us 7500 miles of 
lighted airways. He told of the 


new field which had been opened 
for the empléyment of American 
energies when “the Columbus of 
the Air electrified the peoples of 
all civilized countries by removing 
the ocean as a barrier to making 
the world but a single neighbor- 
hood.” 
Enforcement of Laws. 

But Dr. Fess wanted it under- 
stood that the Republican party 
had regard for the spiritual as 
well as the material weifare of 
American citizens. He developed 
this idea under the heading of “en- 
forcement of laws.” We must have 
“an aroused public opinion,” he 
said, “to ‘support the respect for 
law, in the interest of the comn- 
servation and development of our 
human resources.” On this sub- 
ject he reached a high pitch of 
eloquence: 

“after the expenditure of billions 
of money in the improvement of 
the conditions of existence, in the 
rearing of childhood, the education 
of youth for effective and noble 
living, and in lengthening the span 
of human life, no backward step 
can be tolerated upon whatever 
pretext which would permit a 
noisy minority to exploit the great 
mass of our population. All over 
the earth, led by our own exam- 
ple, there has been burnt into the 
national consciousness the convic- 
tion that this policy and program 
of human‘conservation must not be 
scuttled. ~It is not a question of 
tolerance or of liberty, but of life, 
both individual and national. 

“The! Republican party is ready 
to call the roll on this false doc- 
trine masquerading under the 
mask of. liberty. It is ready to 
sound the-moral tocsin against the 
present campaign of a noise-mak- 
ing minority whether in the inter- 
est of business profit -or mere hy- 
man indwWigence. It stands for re- 
spect for law. It condemns the 
violation of law.” 


There was more along the same 
line. The Doctor did not say just 
what was the “false doctrine” he 
referred to, or what the ‘‘noise- 
making minority.” He felt, I sup- 
pose, that something ought to be 
left to the imagination of his hear- 
ers. 

The Doctor being a good dry, It 
is perhaps safe to assume that he 
was talking for the maintenance of 
prohibition against the wiles of 
Al Smith. He was even willing to 
call the roll on Nicholas Murray 
Butler of his own party. 

Lent a Hand to Europe. 

After a wallop at the League of 
Nations, Dr. Fess demonstrated 
that, if the Republicans of the 
United States had not come to the 
rescue, Europe would still be mired 
in the economic chaos left by the 
war. The Republicans were glad 
to lend a hand to the incompetent 
statesmen of the old world. Dr. 
Fess told with due modesty of his 
party’s achievement: 


“After years of floundering of 
European statesmen in the bog of 
economic confusion in a vain ef- 
fort to find relief, with no prom- 
ise of success, the Republican lead- 
ership ventured to suggest a solu. 
tion which in due time and after 
consideration was accepted, which 
placed the problem under the di- 
rection of American genius, and at 
once opened the way to economic 
recovery. This effort having s:-1c- 
ceeded, our attention was next 
turned to assurance of permanent 
peace.”’ 


In contrast with all we Wad done 
for world peace, Dr. Fess set out 
the bad behavior of Europe. “The 
attitude of the military countries 
of the old world has been seiiously 
disappointing to this country to- 
ward rational proposdls for p7r- 
manent peace,” he chided. 

But it is not Europe alone that 
has come under the beneficent in- 
fluence of Republican rule. We 
have looked after our backward 
Southern neighbors also: 


“Our history under Repuplican 
administration,” as Dr. Fess suc- 
cinctly put it, “shows a new stai.d- 
ard of cosmopolitan philanthropy 
never before aspired to by any na- 
tion of history.” He relatei the 
story of our aumanitarianism in 
Cuba, told how we had “answered 
the call.of duty” in Santo Domingc 
and how we had followed the same 
altruistic course in Haiti. :

Radio Progress. 

“The mobilization of productive 
energies of the American people 
in the advancement of progress is 
no better illustrated than in the 
new fields of radio and aviation. 
The sales in the radio industry in 
1921 amounted to about $3,000,090. 
Today they are far in excess of 
$500,000,000. In 1922, when the 
first radio conference was held in 
Washington, it was made up of 
only a few enthusiasts. That con- 
ference of last year brought to- 
gether the foremost experts of all 
the world. The radio service has 
passed from the stage of the curi- 
ous to that of a great public with 
much of the world “listening in.” 
The limits of usefulness of this new 
field in science cannot be set wnen 
ecmermeoanpen by the real] service to hu- 
|}manity, through edifying entertain- 
'ment, valuable instruction and’ the 
broadening. of vision upon prob- 


import. This modern miracle of 
science enables the listener, wheth- 
er in city or country, in the old or 
the new world, to follow the pro- 
ceedings of this convention with 
greater convenience and equal ac- 
curacy as 
convention hall. The best service 
to the world of listeners is and 
must be the real concern of regu- 
latory legislation, dealing with the 
complicated problems inevitable in 
this field as yet largely unknown, 
even to the scientific world. To 
properly develop this new indus- 
try in the interest of all the peo- 
ple, is the purpose of Republican 
policy. 
. Advance in Aviation. 


“The constructive policy of. this 
administration is again seen in 
what has been done in the develop- 
ment of air navigation, first in 
‘the air mail and secondly, in civil 
aviation. The air mail progress 
has been outstanding both as ‘to 
routes established, planes in. use, 
miles covered, amount carried, at 
lowered costs and increased expe- 
dition and safety of delivery. This 
'success induced capital to invest 
‘as soon as governmental co-opera- 
tion was afforded, in securing good 
airports, powerful beacon lights, 
air markings, emergency fields, and 
such facilities as would enable 
night flying with reasonable safe- 
ty. Air mail is now an assured 
reality. The Government is mak- 
ing contracts to carry mail at a 
much lower rate than was thought 
possible, and the time is near at 
hand when all our citizens will be 
served by this kind of mail service. 

“There are now over 3500 air- 
planes in the hands of civilian 
owners. Airways properly lighted 
have already reached about 7500 
miles. Commercial aviation is 
here. The American Railway Ex- 
press Co. has entered into a con- 
tract for such service over two- 


tion. Great railway trunk lines 
are planning to install rapid trans- 
it across the continent by joint use 
of rail and air transportation. 
“We have thus found another 
field for the employment of our 
energies. The limit of this no one 
can set. This new field was opened 
when the Columbus of the air elec- 
trified the peoples of all civilized 
countries by removing the ocean 
as a barrier to making the world 
but a single neighborhood. 
Enforcement of Laws. 
“While material progress will 
ever be the primary concern of 
both legislation and administra- 
tion, the perpetuity of the Ameri- 
can system of fovernment and her 
institutions call for an aroused 
public opinion to support the re- 
spect for law, in the interest of the 
conservation and development of 
our human resources. This is the 
fundamental task of national self- 
preservation which has been the 
dominant note of this progressive 
nation, if not of every nation, for 
the past half century. This prin- 
ciple of human conservation has 
become the essential philosophy of 
the modern state, fn its application 
to the control of every aspect of 
national life. After the expendi- 
ture of billions of money in the 
improvement of the conditions of 
existence, in the rearing of child- 
hood, the education of youth for 
effective and nobile living and in 
lengthening the span of human 
life, no backward, step can be tol-

While moral delinquen- 
cies are to be found in all political 
parties, in fact, among all classes, 
and while they sometimes reach 
places of influence, the general 
rule is a high type of character in 
our public service and never more 
so than at the present time. 


Disturbed Forcign Relations. 


“Disturbed foreign relations, buia 
diplomatic and trade, were inevi- 
table results of the great war. Ad- 
justments, some of them difficult 
and complicated, lave been w:ade 
with all countries except Russia, 
through not less than 75 treaties 
entered into and ratified, through 
which understandings have been 
reached, and diplomatic and trade 
relations resumed. 

“The immediate task of the Re- 
publican Administration was peace, 
with honor, and without the loss 
of our independence and sovereign- 
ty as a nation. We had poured 
out our .treasure of life and _re- 
sources in the interest of main- 
taining national honor. We had 
experienced the horrors of war. 
We shared the world’s desires to 
avoid future wars. 

“The League of Nations was pro- 
posed as the method to insure 
against future wars. This nation’s 
decision had to be made whether 
it would pay the price of surrender 
of national sovereignty for what 
appeared then and realized now a 
fatuous promise of exemption from 
war. This stupendous issue and 
final decision are too fresh in all 
our minds to call for repetition. We 
still hold to the doctrine of our 
fathers to avoid alliances. We 
willingly co-operate with all na- 
tions on behalf of public welfare, 
but refuse to commit ourselves 
and our resources in advance to 
unknown controversies. We stand 
ready to assist, but the time and 
measure of that assistance is a 
matter of our own judgment and 
decision. 

“The long struggle over what 
was to be our relation with the 
League of Nations retarded negotia- 
tions for adjustment of our de- 
ranged relations with most of the 
Ola: World. The task had been 
aggravated by our associates pro- 
eteding to carry out the provisions 
of a treaty which we had not rati- 
fied and which had granted to oth- 
ers American rights without our 
consent by treaty or otherwise, such 
as our rights in the islands in the 
Northern Pacific, and other man- 
date agreements among our asso- 
ciates. The correction of these 
wrongs was difficult, but expedi- 
tious and complete. 

“Soon after the inauguration of 
Warren G. Harding, we turned our 
attention to removing some of the 
burdens of war. The results of 
the Washington Conference were 
the tripartite treaty. in lightening 
the burdens of war taxation, les- 
sening the chances of war, and 
ending naval rivairy; the nine. pow- 
er treaty which secured political 
and territorial integrity of China 
and the open door of all nations 
in that ancient empire; the five 
power treaty which provided for 
the machinery to insure judicial 
settlement of disputes arising in 
the Pacific; and in addition to these 
treaties we secured a cancellation 
of the Anglo-Japanese Alliance. and 
the return of Shantung to China. 


Economic Recovery of Europe. 


“Our attention was next turned 
toward the problem of economic 
recovery of Europe. The war had 
left once prosperous countries in 
what seemed hopeless chaos, On 
all sides were observed the resuits 
and the victims of war; want and 
suffering everywhere, due to the 
ravages of war and the failure to 
get back to wo The uncertainty 
of reparations, the persistence of 
national bitterness, and the disie- 


cations of all erder, industrial. seo- 


cial, political, and the loss of need- 
ed capital, blocked recovery. 

“The tardiness of necessary steps 
to make peace adjustments clogged 
the channels of European credit, 
which otherwise would tap the 
reservoir of. American credit await- 
ing safe investment. 

“After years of floundering of 
European statesmen in the bog of 
economic confusion in @ vain ef- 
fort to find relief, with no prom- 
ise of success, the Republican lead- 


‘ership ventured to sugest @ solu- 


tion which in due time and after 
consideration was accepted, which 
placed the problem under the d-- 
rection of American genius, and at 
once opened the way to economic 
recovery. 

oie alain’ having succeeded, 
our attention was next turned to 
insurance of permanent peace. It 
has ever been a fundamental prin- 
ciple with this country ‘~"' com- 
plete and permanent prosp. «ily 1s 
impossible with any nation that 
consumes through unproductive 
sources as much or more than it 
produces. No nation can perma- 
nently prosper if its military estab- 
lishments consume. more than the 
rest of the nation produces, hence 
our efforts to induce a limitation 
of European armies, following our 
example after the close of the war 
when we reduced from 4,900,000 to 
137,000 men. ‘This situation ex- 
plains our anxiety to employ this 
method of comparative reduction 
of military forces as the surest plan 
for world peace, and prosperity 
of individual nations. 

Promotion of World Peace. 

“after failure of at least four 
conferences to secure treaties of se- 
curity which had been named as 
a basis for limitation, it was the 
suggestion of an American citizen 
to broaden the scope of the treaty 
to include other European nations, 
which resulted in the famous Lo- 
carno conference, and which 
opened the way, as it was thought, 
for further limitation. The Presi- 
dent deferred to the League Coun- 
cil to take the initiative to call the 
conference at Geneva. The world 
is familiar with our efforts in that 
conference, only to be blocked by 
Europe, especially France and 
Italy, on the program as related 
to armies, and later as related to 
naval cruisers, by Britain. France 
offered a substitute to outlaw war 
by resolution, and asked us to 
agree. Our nation agreed on con- 
dition that it was to be broadened 
to include all nations, making it 
multilateral instead of bilateral. 
To this France agreed on condition 
that it was to be limited to aggres- 
sive war. Our nation insists that 
it must include all wars to be ef- 
fective, otherwise war could be re- 
sorted to by declaring it to be de- 
fensive, the usual claim of every 
belligerent. The powerful influ- 
ence of the President was placd 
squarely behind this movement on 
Memorial Day, which will undoubt- 
edly compel Europe to make a fa- 
vorable reply. 

“The attitude of the military 
countries of the O14 World has 
been seriously disappointing to this 
country toward rational proposals 
for permanent peace. Declaratiors 
of peace are ineffective when 
drowned out by the clatter of arm- 
ament. Our good faith has been 
shown in our leadership in the 
Washington Limitation Conference, 
which was the boldest stroke for 
permanent peace in modern histo- 
ry; in the reduction of our armies 
to the small number of 137,000, a 
mere national police force, without 
waiting for agreements with Euro- 
pean powers; in our loan adjust- 
ments, the terms of which pro- 
voked bitter criticism on the part 
of some*of our citizens as unfair 
to our own people; in our willing- 
ness and our actual service to as- 
sist in the economic reoovery of 
these nations; as well as in our co- 
operation in the work of rehabili- 
tation. That leadership has been 
especially displayed in our consist- 
“ent efforts to promote world peace, 
and never with more promise than 
today. 

“Our concern for world peace is 
augmented because of our widely 
expanded interests that carry 
Americans to all parts of the globe, 
necessitating not less than 60 
diplomatic missions, and over 300 
constlar posts, employing over 
3500 experts, scattered throughout 
the world, to look after hundreds 
of thousands of Americans, repre- 
senting hundreds of millions «f 
dollars of investments. Our foreign 
commerce is approaching the be- 
wildering figure of ten billion dol- 
lars per year. These far-flung in- 
terests argue powerfully for peace, 
and should operate as agencies for 
a better understanding between na- 
tions. This expanding influence of 
America in world markets de- 
mands a clear cut policy towards 
all nations, both great and small, 

Principles of Foreign Policy. 

“Our foreign policy rests upon 
two famous announcements, that of 
Washington in 1794, urging the 
country to remain seutral in Eu- 
rope’s disputes, and that of Mon« 
roe in 1823, urging Europe not te 
interfere in America. 

“This country under Republic: a 
leadership recently announced the 
following principles as fundamental 
in our conception of and our rela- 
tion to other countries: 

1. Every nation is entitled to exe 
istence and the right of self-de- 
fense.
